PASSMORES’

Academy unveils ambitious growth plans

BURNT Mill Academy Trust is bid¬ 
ding to convert the former Pass- 
mores School site into a new free 
school and sixth form centre. 

On Tuesday BMAT director 
Helena Mills outlined the trust’s 
intentions to add a third secondary 
school to the co-operative. 

“I am very excited as it is an 
opportunity for us to provide a post- 
16 education,” she said. 

Explosion 

“Burnt Mill Academy is already 
over-subscribed, and according to 
figures an explosion in the number 
of children has led there to be a need 
for a new school in 2018. 

“Through opening a new school 
we are helping to give every child in 
Harlow a good education.” 

Under the plans, the new school is 
set to open as a sixth form centre in 
September 2017, with a multi-form 
Year 7 entry in September 2018. 

The site, on Tendring Road, Har¬ 
low, has been vacant since Pass- 
mores School relocated to its new 
Tracyes Road premises in 2012, the 
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site of former Brays Grove School, 
and became Passmores Academy. 

The existing school building 
would be demolished and rebuilt, 
although it is not yet known how 
much construction work would 
cost. 

As a free school it would be part of 
an academy trust funded by the Gov¬ 
ernment but outside of local author¬ 
ity control. 

The school would be named The 


Burnt Mill Academy of Excellence 
with the existing school on First 
Avenue, Harlow, re-named Burnt 
Mill - The Academy. 

BMAT also runs Forest Hall sec¬ 
ondary school in Stansted Mount- 
fitchet as well as four primary 
schools in the Harlow area - Cooks 
Spinney, Little Parndon, Freshwa- 
ters and Roydon. At present primary 
school pupils attending these four

■ From front page 
schools have priority for selection 
to Burnt Mill Academy. However, 
it is likely The Burnt Mill 
Academy of Excellence would 
adopt a similar catchment area to 
the former Passmores school. 

Ms Mills will be meeting with 
primary school headteachers to 
discuss the issue. 

She said: “Parents have been 
coming up to me and asking me if 
we could start another school 
because there is such a demand 
for Burnt Mill. 

“I will be meeting with other 
secondary head teachers and also 
with members of Harlow’s other 
sixth forms at Harlow College and 
St Mark’s West Essex Catholic 
School. 

“I don’t want this new school to 
be competition, nor do I want 
people to think Burnt Mill is tak¬ 
ing over.” 

She added: “We will make sure 
this school offers a different pack¬ 
age for students, and that the edu¬ 
cation young people want is 
available in Harlow. 

Baccalaureate 

“We would like to offer an inter¬ 
national baccalaureate which is 
so far not offered in Harlow, and 
has led students to travel to Hert¬ 
fordshire for further education. 

“It needs to be understood that 
a free school was announced 
because there is a need, rather 
than this being Burnt Mill 
Academy wanting to take over the 
town.” 

“This is an exciting time for 
Harlow and I’m sure the new 
school will get a positive 
response.” 

Ms Mills needs to secure 750 
signatures to take the plans before 
the county council in March next 
year. Of those 750, some 250 need 
to each be from parents of Year 3, 
Year 4 and Year 10 students.

HARLOW’S popular family attraction 
Pets’ Corner, which celebrates its 
50th anniversary next year, has 
reopened to the public following a 
£2.8m refurbishment. 

The council-run facility was closed 
for nine months during construction 
work for the Town Park regeneration 
project which is part funded with 
£1.83m from the Heritage Lottery Fund 
and the Big Lottery Fund. 

“The regeneration of Pets’ Corner has 
been a major project involving the 
renovation of a facility not just to 
improve it for visitors and staff but also 
for the animals which live there,” said 
Cllr Emma Toal, portfolio holder for 
youth and community. 

Love 

“Construction work has taken longer 
than expected. However, during this 
time residents have been incredibly 
patient as we know how much they love 
this facility and have anticipated its 
reopening.” 

The attraction has been completely 
renovated with a new events barn, new 
shelters for the animals, bird enclosure 
and aquarium, a new small animal 
quarantine room, updated surfacing 


and drainage and a refurbished duck 
pond. New cladding and repairs to 
buildings have also been completed 
throughout. 

Facilities for staff have also been 
upgraded and access for all visitors has 
been improved with a new ramp and 
hand rails installed. 

A new gift shop and reception is being 
fitted and will be ready to open in the 
coming weeks. Two new entrance gates 
will be completed shortly to improve 
access for all and some small improve¬ 
ments like putting new turf on the green 
area will take place this week. 

Construction work on a new eco- 
friendly learning centre next to Pets’ 
Corner continues and once completed 


will host educational visits to the Town 
Park and Pets’ Corner. 

Cllr Toal, added: “Next year is going 
to be a big year for Pets’ Corner with the 
facility celebrating its 50th anniversary 
and a number of events to mark this 
occasion are now being planned. It is 
fitting that we will have a new modern 
Pets’ Corner in time for this special 
milestone.” 

The first event to be held in the new 
events barn will be Pets’ Corner’s annu¬ 
al nativity play which will be held on 
Thursday, December 17. 

Pets’ Corner is open all year round 
(except Christmas Day and Boxing Day) 
seven days a week from 11am and entry 
is free.

When we 
arrived the toilet was clearly 
used as storage, my wheelchair 
slid on the shiny floor and the 
boxes outside meant it was 
difficult to manoeuvre. 

Our local pub has no disabled 
toilet and seemingly this is true 
of many of the pubs in Harlow. I 
have to praise Wetherspoons for 
having the best disabled 
facilities I have so far seen in 
this town. 

Even the buses are 
disappointing, with one driver 
not being able to use the ramp 
needed to access his vehicle. 
Luckily a good Samaritan on 
board helped my husband get me 
over the edge. 

I love living here but sadly I've 
seen a different side to this town 
over the past four weeks. It 
makes me really sad to feel like I 
can’t even go out in my own 
town for fear of discrimination, 
something I’ve never 
encountered before.

Common sense

Common sense has now 
prevailed and the Government 
has announced that nursing will 
be placed on the list of 
professions exempt from this 
rule - a victory for nurses and 
more importantly patients.

The RCN wants this common 
sense approach extended to the 
training and retaining of more 
nurses in the longer term. The 
Government must significantly 
increase student nurse training 
places so our patients are no 
longer at the mercy of global 
workforce trends.

Council starts the countdown to free Town Park fireworks show 



THOUSANDS of people are expected to head 
for the Town Park next weekend when Har¬ 
low’s annual free fireworks spectacular which 
will once again be staged at the Showground. 

The event starts at at 5.30pm on Sunday, 
November 1. Harlow Council chairman Tony 
Hall will light the bonfire at 6.45pm and this 
will be followed half-an-hour later by the start 
of the fireworks display which is expected to 
last about 20 minutes. 

Because of the number of people expected to 
attend the show, Fifth Avenue will be closed to 
traffic from 5.15pm to 8.30pm for safety reas¬ 
ons. 


A limited amount of parking will be allowed at 
the Showground car park for blue badge holders 
arriving before 6.15pm. Vehicles will not be able 
to leave until Fifth Avenue is re-opened. 

Throughout the event volunteers will mingle 
with the crowds to collect money for local char¬ 
ities, while representatives volunteers from the 
Leah Manning Centre will be selling toffee 
apples to raise funds to provide activities for 
older people. Their stand will be next to Spur¬ 
riers House near Pets Corner. 

The whole event is being organised by the 
council with support from the Great Parndon 
Community Association. 


MEP visits Islamic centre 
to meet Muslim leaders 

Howitt speaks of need to crack down on ‘sources of radicalisation’ 



A MAN who was seen wielding a pellet 
gun during an argument over a drugs debt 
has been jailed for 16 months. 

Robert Somerville, 22, of Charters 
Cross, Harlow, pleaded guilty to the 
charge and also admitted another offence 
of wielding a Samurai sword. 

Chelmsford Crown Court was told the 
incident involving the gun happened last 
November, six months after the defendant 
was spotted in Berecroft with the sword 
and later seen by police using it to bang on 
a door. 

Somerville admitted charges of pos¬ 
session of an imitation firearm with 
intent to cause fear of violence on Novem¬ 
ber 11, 2014 and possession of a Samurai 
sword on May 15, 2014. He was sentenced 
to 12 months for the gun offence and four 
months for the sword offence. 

Deborah Champion, prosecuting, said 
that during an argument involving a 
group of men in Staple Tye, Somerville 
pulled the pellet gun from the waistband 
of his trousers. He then threatened one of 
the men before returning the weapon to 
his waistband. 

Miss Champion said that when ques¬ 
tioned by police about the incident, Som- 
merville claimed he had been threatened. 

In relation to the offence involving the 
sword several month earlier, Miss Cham¬ 
pion told the court Somerville had even¬ 
tually thrown it on the floor and 
attempted to run off. He told police he 
wanted it as an ornament to hang with 
some axes. 

Matthew Logan, representing Somer¬ 
ville, said in mititigation the pellet gun 
had been used by the defendant and some 
of his friends for shooting tin cans. 

He claimed that Somerville only pro¬ 
duced it during the argument over a drug 
debt after the other man had threatened 
him with a knife. 

Recorder Giles Eyre was told that 
Somerville had a string of previous con¬ 
victions including robbery and had 
received a 22-month jail sentence three 
years ago. 

Passing sentence, Mr Eyre told 
Somerville: “It must have been terrifying 
for the other man when you pulled the gun 
from your waistband. There are risks of 
over-reaction if people see you in the 
street with a gun.” 

Somerville was found not guilty of 
entering a flat at Church End with intent 
to steal, having claimed he went there by 
mistake after drinking.

LEADERS of the town’s Muslim com¬ 
munity met Euro MP and former Harlow 
Council leader Richard Howitt to dis¬ 
cuss the threat to young people from 
radicalisation. 

Mr Howitt visited the Harlow Islamic 
Centre, in Paringdon Road, on Friday 
during which he said a Europe-wide 
effort was needed to tackle the problem 
of extremism. 

The Labour MEP also called on Har¬ 
low residents to be more welcoming 
towards people of the Islamic faith. 

Speaking after the visit, Mr Howitt 
said: “It was a pleasure to speak to them. 
Every time I visit a mosque I find it an 
uplifting, warm and friendly com¬ 
munity who are saddened and sickened 
by violence. 

“Now is the time to crack down on the 
sources of radicalisation in order to 
prevent the harrowing stories we have 
heard about families travelling to Syria 
and beyond to fight.” 

Mr Howitt said he had supported 
European Union proposals to force inter¬ 
net service providers to accept greater 
responsibility for radical websites and 
to face criminal charges if they fail to 
comply. 

He added: “I asked [members of the 


Harlow Islamic Centre] if any of them 
knew anyone who had been radicalised. 
They all said no which was encouraging 
and is good news for Harlow. 

“However, clearly this is a problem 
that exists and needs to be dealt with. 
Only working with our European allies 
can a common solution be found to these 
brainwashing videos and web of hate.” 

Two years ago the centre was the 
target of an arson attack but Mr Howitt 
praised the Muslim community for “put¬ 
ting it behind them” and said he did not 
consider the town to have a problem 
with Islamophobia. 


“The attack is not fresh in the memory 
and people do not feel threatened,” he 
said. “They feel welcomed by the people 
of Harlow. 

“The more Muslims are welcomed the 
more they feel part of the community, 
and less likely to have grievances. It is 
only through rejection that people turn 
to radicalisation and extremism.” 

“I think it is very important to speak 
up against prejudice and promote the 
positive impact that religion can have on 
lives.” 

Abdul Khaliq, a member of the 
centre’s organising committee, said: 


“Mr Howitt spoke about extremism and 
how to prevent young people from being 
radicalised and joining ISIS or ISIL. 

“ We discussed why this is happening 
and what everyone can do to stop it. 

“He was very pleased he was able to 
speak to so many people and address 
more than 200 people in the congreg¬ 
ation. 

“I agree that this is an important issue 
to be discussed rather than blaming 
people. 

“People were pleased with Richard’s 
talk and stayed for longer than usual 
after the prayers.”

CHEERING crowds packed Harlow town centre to 
welcome home the 1st Battalion The Royal Anglian 
Regiment from operations in Afghanistan and Mali. 

More than 200 soldiers, accompanied by the Band 
of the Queen’s Division, marched through Broad 
Walk as they exercised their freedom of Harlow for 
the first time, before parading in the Water 
Gardens. 

Harlow Council chairman Tony Hall said: “This 
is the first opportunity you have had to exercise 
your right to parade through Harlow. Today, you 
have made history and Harlow’s people have 
witnessed a truly great occasion. Thank you. 

“Today is part of celebrating your homecoming 
saying thank you, and showing you how proud we 
are of the work you have done but let’s not forget 
those who are no longer with us. 

“We all recognise the sacrifice our armed 
services and their families make so we also 
remember and pay tribute to all those soldiers from 
the regiment who have lost their lives. 

“Harlow’s very own Private Robert Foster was 
tragically killed in Afghanistan in August 2007 
while serving with the 1st battalion. 

“Fozzy, as he was known, is someone this town 
will never forget. His family are with us today and 
our thoughts remain with them and remain with all 
the families, friends and colleagues who have lost 
people serving and protecting our country.” 

The Vikings, who recruit locally, went to 
Afghanistan with more than 200 officers and 
soldiers on Operation Toral in February this year. 

The operation was the UK’s military contribution 
to a Nato training and advisory initiative. The 
formed the Kabul Protection Unit, protecting 
hundreds of advisors, working alongside US, 
Australian and Mongolian forces. 

The Royal Anglians also had responsibility for 
the security of advisors and 
mentors at the Afghan National 
Army Officer Academy. 

The Vikings have also had a 
team in Mali as part of an EU 
training mission to build 
capacity and capability in the 
Malian armed forces in a bid to 
build long term stability in the 
country. 

The 27-strong team trained 
around 300 Malian soldiers in 
combat and counter-insurgency 
operations. 

Over the last decade the 
battalion has completed five 
tours of duty in Afghanistan 
earning 10 Military Crosses, two 
DSOs, three MBEs and a Queen's 
Gallantry Medal. 

Thousands of residents lined 
the parade route. 

Former serviceman Peter 
Wood, 84, said: “I was in many 
parades myself,but never in 
Harlow. I have come along today 
to film the parade. It is an 
honour to be here and I am 
looking forward to the parade.” 

Nora Champelovlar, from 
Staple Tye, said: “I’m part of the 
British Legion group and we

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Truck smashes 
rail barriers at

TRANSPORT police have 
launched an investigation after a 
van crashed through the level 
crossing barriers at Roydon on 
Monday. 

The white truck was seen to 
smash through the closed bar¬ 
riers and was then driven away 
without stopping. The incident 
happened around 12.45pm. 

Train services on the Cam¬ 
bridge to London Liverpool Street 
line were delayed for a short time 
in both directions. 

Workers from Network Rail 
quickly repaired the damage and 
train operator Abellio Greater 
Anglia confirmed services were 
running to the normal timetable 
soon after. 

British Transport Police imme¬ 
diately launched an investigation 
into the crash and are appealing 
for help to trace the driver of the 
truck. 

“We were contacted with a 
report that a white open back van 
had driven straight through the 


barriers and drove away,” said a 
spokesman. “We are currently 
working with Essex Police to 
investigate the incident.”

Work to improve traffic flow at bottleneck 
Clocktower roundabout completed on time 


ROADWORKS at the busy Clocktower roundabout 
on the A414 at Harlow have been completed on 
time. 

The £4.2m scheme to increase junction capacity 
and improve accessibility to the town centre will 
support development plans for thousands of new 
homes and jobs in the immediate area. 

Cllr Rodney Bass, Essex County Council’s cabinet 
member for highways and transportation, said: 
“The Clocktower roundabout scheme marks the 
first in a series of measures designed to upgrade the 
A414 in Harlow and across the county. 

“Despite a number of technical challenges, par¬ 
ticularly the co-ordination of utilities supply and the 


complete rebuild and diversion of localised gas 
mains and gas governor plant, the scheme has met 
all our expectations of timescale, cost and quality.” 

Work on the project, which began in August of last 
year, has also included improvements surface drain¬ 
age at the site. 

The upgraded roundabout now has dedicated left 
turn slips into and out of Second Avenue, reducing 
congestion and improving traffic flow. The previous 
arrangement was a four-arm roundabout which 
resulted in heavy bottlenecks. 

The cost of the scheme was met from funding 
secured by County Hall from the Government’s 
Local Pinch Point Fund.

Bloom and grow forever 


NE of my best ideas for a 
joke came at a children’s 
party recently,” said 
Adam Bloom. “There was 
a boy with a big badge 
saying ‘9’. I said to him ‘you should 
really give a badge to an 80-year-old 
as they have more reason to 
celebrate staying alive for that long 
- really they have more reason to 
celebrate then you do’.” 

As a dad who can tell funny jokes, 
Adam is something of a rare breed, 
and his unconventional comedy 
style has won him many fans. 

But he is also distinguishable for 
his style of comedy in which he 
prefers to be observational rather 
than studious in his preparation. 

Even in a quirky line-up of 
comedians, Adam stands out as 
unique. 

On Friday, November 20, he will 
share a bill with Pete Firman, Ian 
Moore, George Egg and compere 
Dan Evans for the latest edition of 
Live at Harlow Playhouse. 

Adam describes the line-up as 
“fantastic” having worked with 
prop comedian George Egg on 
several occasions and said his 
“hyper” style will perfectly 


complement the “deadpan” of Ian 
Moore. 

“The line-up is fantastic, there’s a 
real great mixture,” Adam 
explained. 

“Me, George and Dan often come 
as a trio. George is one of the best 
prop comedians going and although 
some people can often look down on 
props, he is very well respected. 

“Pete on the other hand is really a 
magician, while Ian is very 
deadpan.” 

Forty-four-year-old Adam is 
widely regarded as one of Britain’s 
most inventive stand-ups and has 
appeared on panel shows such as 
Mock the Week, Russell Howard’s 
Good News and Never Mind the 
Buzzcocks. 

He has also performed at festivals 
in Australia, South Africa and has 
been part of the Canadian Just for 
Laughs Tour. 

With such a glittering CV, does 
performing on a four-man bill at 
Harlow Playhouse seem like a step 
down? 

“I have done my own thing in the 
past, but I find it can get a bit 
lonely,” he said. 


“It is nice to have other guys to 
chat to, even if my solo show is one 
hour 40, compared to the 20 minutes 
as part of this. 

“When you’re touring by yourself 
the only person you might speak to 
all day is the sound technician. 

Some comedians will pay a support 
act £500 a night for, essentially, 
company. 

“I’ve performed in Harlow before 
at The Square. I haven’t been to the 
Playhouse before but I know when 
an event is organised by Alex 
(Jarrett from PR company RIP 
Productions) it will be a great venue 
- he has the Midas touch. 

“Stand-up is fragile and a venue 
can make or break the performance. 
My favourite is the Comedy Store in 
Leicester Square, which has the 
seats all closely bound together. 

“You like audiences to be very 
close together so they can all react 
as one. I’ve played some venues that 
have been like a rock concert.” 

Adam has wanted to be a 
comedian since he was nine and 
said a revelation came to him when 
he watched Harry Hill perform as a 
22-year-old. 

It was then he had the idea for his 


own style of comedy, putting his 
“unusual mind” to good use. 

“I have always been able to make 
people laugh just by describing 
things. I feel kind of proud that I’m 
able to crack people up just by 
giving my view of the world. 

“I’ll make an effort to observe 
some things about Harlow as I walk 
up from the station,” said Adam. 

“The really successful comedians 
can really do their homework, but I 
tend to just use what I have seen. 
I’m not a topical comedian, I don’t 
tend to joke about what I’ve seen on 
TV 

“The best jokes need to be 
inclusive to everyone. I’m not a fan 
of flatmate jokes, maybe his (a 
comedian’s) flatmate did say 
something stupid, but then maybe 
he made it up.” 

“Instead I like to tell an audience 
what I’ve observed through my 
weird way of looking at life, and the 
fact it makes them laugh is great.”

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Back where it began 
for Subways' Billy 



S bad beginnings go, The 
Subways debut 
performance at The 
Square must be up there 
with the worst of them. 

Long before the three-piece were 
headlining Reading Festival and 
selling out venues, Billy Lunn’s band 
remember their first time playing in 
Harlow for all the wrong reasons. 

“It was the worst night of my life,” 
laughed Billy. 

“We were terrible. We were still at 
school and for us playing The Square 
was like performing at Wembley 
Stadium. We had no idea.” 

The band have come a long way 
since their infamous first gig in 2000, 
but Billy credits The Square as being 
the place where everything began. 

Along with lifelong friends 
Charlotte Cooper, who plays bass and 
Josh Morgan, drums, Billy has 
returned to the Fourth Avenue venue 
many times - where he even 
completed a week’s work experience. 

This was all after their 
self-confessed worst gig ever. 

“After we played we knew we were 
rubbish and some of the guys from 
The Square came up to us and we 
knew they knew we were rubbish,” 
said Billy. 

“But even so, they were so 
supportive and urged us to keep 
going - saying that we really had 
something. 

“It was because of that we went 
back and wrote some better songs 
and that was where it all started.” 

Fifteen years and four hit albums 
later Billy is stepping out of The 
Subways and heading back to square 
one in a rare solo, acoustic 
performance. 

He will be supporting The 
Sweeney, the band of Murray 
Torkildsen (who was compere at The 
Subways’ first gig) on Friday. 

Playing alone is not a new venture 
for the man from Welwyn Garden 
City, but he insists he has no 
intention of going it alone full time - 
with big 2016 plans for his band. 

“I really hate not making music,” 
he said. 

“I feel I’m at my most depressed 


when I’m not writing songs, playing 
shows or recording. I just have to get 
out there, even just by myself. 

“The band have a huge European 
tour coming up, but while Josh and 
Charlotte are off doing their own 
things -1 feel a need to be doing 
something. 

“I’m really using these solo-shows 
as a stop-gap, but it can be quite a 
nice process and a creative one as I 
have lots of ideas for songs. 

“Of course I’ll always write stuff 
with The Subways in mind. 
Everything just starts out being on 
an acoustic guitar but then we’ll go 
into the studio and turn things up to 


11,” he says, quoting Spinal Tap. 

“The Sweeney was one of the 
bands we all loved growing-up and 
whenever I see they have a gig I’ll 
always be on the phone to Murray to 
see if I can support them. 

“I’m really looking forward to 
playing with them again as they are 
great musicians. 

The Subways released their 
self-titled fourth LP in February and 
played a series of UK shows 
throughout the year. 

Coming up is the European tour, 
followed by some dates in America 
and a big 2016 of festivals. 

While Billy admits to not being 
able to cope without music, he has 
found the last 12 months tough going 
with the efforts of producing and 
recording their own album taking 
toll. 

“It has been so hard. For the first 
time we have done it all ourselves, 
and have released the album 
independently. 

“I have a new respect for anyone 
that has ever mixed and released an 
album - it was tough. 

“But it is always amazing to have it 
released, and the feeling you have 
when you see something you have 
made is being bought and well 
received is unbelievable. 

“We’re very happy with the fans 
reaction to it.” 

Billy finds it tough to pick out a 
top achievement for the band - but 
does have a soft spot for Young For 


Eternity, the band’s debut which 
spawned the smash hit Rock and Roll 
Queen. 

He says he does take pride in 
thinking about how three friends in 
Hertfordshire managed to take on 
the world. 

Now, Billy is married and has 
settled down somewhat in Ware, and 
feels able to find a balance between 
playing in a world-touring band and 
taking in the slow mundane life at 
home. 

“After 10 years I really do still 
wonder when I’m going to wake up,” 
he says. 

“This is all I wanted to do, ever 
since I heard Oasis’ Supersonic I 
knew I had to play the guitar. 

“The band was formed when me 
and Josh decided to enter a battle of 
the bands at The Square and we 
brought in Charlotte, my girlfriend of 
the time, to play bass.” 

Billy is now able to laugh at his 
first ever gig and promises that his 
solo-performance will be a lot better. 

“I can feel more nervous playing 
by myself in a small venue than I 
would in front of thousands,” 

“Obviously it’s a lot quieter, and I 
may even ask a girl in the audience 
to come and join me as there is no 
way I could sing Charlotte’s parts.”

HORROR WITCHFINDER GENERAL 

BBC Two, Friday October 30, 
12.35am (Saturday) 

DIRECTOR Michael Reeves died a 
rock ’n’ roll death, accidentally 
overdosing on barbiturates and 
alcohol in his London flat in 1969 at 
the age of 25. 

He had made three films. The first 
of these, Revenge Of The Blood 
Beast, is laughably cheap and quite 
silly but - thanks entirely to Reeves’ 
direction - it has its moments. 

The next year, 1967, came The 
Sorcerers, which he also co-wrote 
(with Tom Baker). It’s a weird, creepy 
psychedelic horror with a slightly 
less miniscule budget and much, 
much better than his debut. Well 
worth checking out. 

However, Witchfinder General, his 
third and last film, is a masterpiece. 

It was so good, and so different, 
that it spawned its own sub-genre, 
‘folk horror’ (later examples include 
Blood On Satan’s Claw, The Wicker 
Man and A Field In England, 
extraordinary films all). 

There’s nothing supernatural about 
Witchfinder, though, the horror is all 
too real. 

The setting is East Anglia in 1645, 
the English Civil War still raging, and 


the bare-bones plot centres around 
Matthew Hopkins - who did exist. 

Hopkins (Vincent Price, toning it 
down for one of his best 
performances) travels with his 
henchman from community to 
community, extracting confessions 
from ‘witches’, overseeing their 
punishment and claiming his fee. 

He’s a pious, lecherous, 
mercenary, hypocritical sadist, 
whose exploitation of a young 
woman and execution of her uncle 
provokes her intended, a soldier in 
Cromwell’s army (Reeves’ boyhood 
buddy Ian Ogilvy, who starred in all 
three of his films) to seek revenge. 

This is the work of a natural 
filmmaker, and one with a personal, 
distinct vision (the two don’t always 
go together). 

It’s there from the first shot - the 
sun shining through the trees, a 
barely heard but obtrusive off-screen 
knocking that turns out to be 
someone building a gallows. 

Reeves contrasts the subdued, 
slightly eerie beauty of the East 
Anglian countryside with the awful 
deeds done in it, often shooting from 
low down for a worm’s eye view. 

There’s a fair bit of torture, but the 
film isn’t sadistic, it’s nihilistic, and 
after almost 40 years, retains much 
of its power. 

The budgetary constraints show 
occasionally - a dozen men - but it 
couldn’t matter less. 


t’s three years since 
Daniel Craig last 
appeared on the big 
screen, but far from 
sitting back and enjoying 
some down time between 2012 
and now, he’s been busy 
working on Spectre - the 24th 
movie in the Bond franchise 
and the follow-up to the global 
smash Skyfall, which raked in 
over one billion US dollars at 
the box office. 

“This has been two years in 
the making, so realistically 
speaking, I went from Skyfall 
onto this. There wasn’t a gap 
for me,” says Craig, looking 
relaxed in jeans, a white 
T-shirt and blue cardigan. “It 
may appear there was, but 
I’ve been working on this for 
so long.” 

The remit for Spectre was 
simple. 

“We wanted it to be better 
than Skyfall,” states Craig. 
“We didn’t have a choice; we 
had to be bigger and better. 
With Skyfall, we set 
something in motion, and we 
wanted to go a bit further 
with it and experiment a bit 
more.” 

The 47-year-old actor, who 
debuted as 007 in 2006’s 
Casino Royale (and who can 
forget those still-iconic shots 
of Craig in those light blue 
swimming trunks?), admits 
Mike Myers’ Austin Powers 
movies made life difficult for 
the franchise for a while. 

“He did such a great job of 
parodying all of the old Bond 
and spy movies that you 
couldn’t make jokes about 
Bond without it feeling like it 
was parody, but we’ve spent a 
huge amount of time on this 
movie just trying to find the 
humour in it.”

And with Spectre, he and 
the director Sam Mendes, who 
reunited following the success 
of Skyfall, felt the time was 
right to nod to the Bond films 
of old. 

“We could work with a 
slightly different style from 
the other films I’ve done. The 
film is very individual, but 
also harks back a little to 
what has gone before in the 
Bond films of the sixties and 


seventies,” explains 
Cheshire-born Craig, who 
makes his fourth outing in the 
film as the MI6 agent with a 
licence to kill. 

Their shared desire to “get 
back to some of that 
old-school glamour” and 
“push it to extremes” is 
evident, from the cars and 
gadgets, to the inexplicable 
amount of costume changes. 
“It’s a Bond movie. You’ve got 
to make it look as beautiful 
and as glamorous as possible 
and hopefully you tick all the 
boxes,” the star remarks. 

In Spectre, a cryptic 
message from the past sends 
James Bond on a rogue 
mission to Mexico City, the 
setting for one of the most 
impressive opening sequences 
in the franchise’s 53-year 
history. 

And that’s just for starters, 
with the action swiftly 
moving on to Rome, where 
Bond meets Mafioso widow 
Lucia Sciarra (Monica 
Bellucci), then the slopes of 
Austria where he finds Doctor 
Madeleine Swann (Lea 
Seydoux), and then onto the 
parched landscape of the 
African desert. 

“Skyfall was an entirely 
reactive movie, as far as Bond 
was concerned. In the first 
sequence, he was pursuing 
somebody with all his old 
focus and drive, but he gets 
shot before the credits even 
roll, and for the rest of the 
movie, he’s one step behind 
Javier Bardem’s character, 
Silva,” explains Mendes. “You 
could even argue that at the 
end of Skyfall, he’s failed. He’s 
not kept M alive, hence this 
time I wanted to give him a 
chance of redemption.” 

SINISTER 

Aided by Moneypenny 
(Naomie Harris) and Q (Ben 
Whishaw), Bond has to 
contend with Max Denbigh 
(Andrew Scott) - the man 
appointed head of the Centre 
For National Security, who 
questions the need for field 
agents in this day and age - 
while also attempting to 
unearth the origins and 
meaning of a sinister group 
known as Spectre.

The infamous 
organisation has featured 
in six previous Bond films 
and introduced a whole 
host of villains. In this 
chapter, they’re not 
adhering to any previous 
versions of Spectre but 
rather “rediscovering” it - 
as well as the super 
villain, this time played by 
the two-time Oscar-winner 
Christoph Waltz as 
Oberhauser. 

“Having Spectre in the 
film opens up lots of 
avenues for us to explore,” 
notes Craig. “Having this 
organisation allows us to 
be both traditional, while 


also bringing in something very 
new.” 

Every Bond villain needs a 
henchman of course, and in this 
movie it’s Hinx, played by the 
wrestler-turned-actor Dave 
Bautista. 

Craig recalls accidentally 
hitting his Herculean co-star on 
the nose during a stunt sequence 
set on a speeding train. 

“I thought he’d come after me, 
but he was so sweet about it. He 
said, ‘Look, it’s happened before. 
Don’t worry about it‘,” reveals 
the actor, who likes to keep the 
stunts “as real and fresh as 
possible”.

Craig's 007 falls flat in 
underpowered adventure

aniel Craig’s licence to 
kill as Ian Fleming’s 
suave secret agent comes 
full circle in Spectre, a 
robust yet emotionally 
underpowered tale of espionage 
and dark family secrets that ends 
with a series of whimpers rather 
than an almighty bang. 

If Skyfall popped a cork on a 
muscular new era for 007, becoming 
the highest grossing film of all time 
in the UK, then Spectre is the 
morning after, when the 
Champagne has gone flat, leftover 
snacks are starting to go stale and 
someone has fallen asleep face 
down on the sofa. 

That could be any of the four 
screenwriters, who doze off after 
the tour-de-force opening sequence 
at a Mexican Day of the Dead 
parade, and allow plot holes and 


lapses in logic to pock their 
narrative. 

How can Bond travel around the 
globe unseen when he has nanobots 
in his bloodstream so MI6 and the 
enemy can track his movements? 

Would a brilliant operative like Q 
really whip out his laptop on public 
transport and conduct vital 
forensic analysis without a second 
thought for security protocols? 

Death sequences are 
anti-climaxes and the central love 
story, which is supposed to kindle 
doubts in Bond’s mind about his 
loyalty to Queen and country, 
barely smoulders, let alone melts 
celluloid. 

The newly-appointed M, Gareth 
Mallory (Ralph Fiennes), battles 
with political forces, including Max 
Denbigh (Andrew Scott), to protect 
the integrity of MI6 following a 
merger with MI5. 

A cryptic message reveals ghosts 
from Bond’s past and 007 (Craig) 
follows a chain of evidence that 
leads to Dr Madeleine Swann (Lea 
Seydoux), daughter of fugitive Mr 
White (Jesper Christensen), who 
was last seen in Quantum Of 
Solace. 

Aided by technical wizard Q (Ben 


Whishaw) and plucky agent Eve 
Moneypenny (Naomie Harris), 

Bond criss-crosses the globe in his 
Aston Martin DB10 and infiltrates a 
menacing organisation named 
SPECTRE, fronted by the enigmatic 
Franz Oberhauser (Christoph 
Waltz). 

Rome, Tokyo, Altaussee in 
Austria, Tangier and London 
provide a picturesque backdrop to 
Bond’s escapades as he meets his 
physical match in hulking 
henchman Mr Hinx (Dave 
Bautista). 

Spectre was always going to 
struggle to meet expectations, but 
it’s disappointing how far short this 
24th big screen mission falls. 

At 148 minutes, the film 
overstays its welcome and a 
number of key scenes overrun, 

Dame Judi Dench’s absence is 
palpable but Fiennes and Whishaw 
are gifted expanded roles and come 
into their own, while Harris is 
surplus to requirements. 

When one of the characters 
rebukes Bond’s recklessness and 
tells the agent he has gone too far, 
nothing could be further from the 
truth. Spectre doesn’t go far 
enough.

don’t think people have seen 
before, but having someone like 
Dave, who spent most of his 
career being thrown around and 
throwing other people around, 
he really knows what he’s doing 
and he’s incredibly safe. I’m 
obviously the one that isn’t 
safe,” he adds with a grin. “But 
he moves so quickly and is so 
agile, and for me, I think the 
sequences with him are all the 
more terrifying because of his 
presence.” 

Naturally, the Bond franchise 
has its loyal fans, some of whom 
have been known to mix fact 
with fiction. 

Asked if he’s ever experienced 


any overly-zealous fans 
attempting to ‘take Bond on’, 
Craig smiles and says: 
“Sometimes, but it’s okay. You 
just smile sweetly, it’s all good. 
Sometimes people also say, ‘You 
look like Daniel Craig‘, and I’ll 
say, ’really? Thank you’.” 

He and wife Rachel Weisz, who 
won an Oscar for her role in 
2005’s The Constant Gardener, 
are one of Hollywood’s most 
private couples, but he doesn’t 
ever regret taking on one of 
cinema’s most iconic roles. 

“No, not for a minute,” insists 
the actor, who has a daughter, 
Ella, from his first marriage to 
actress Fiona Loudon. 


“I was aware of that [the loss 
of privacy that could come with 
the role] going in, and I’ve 
remained as private as I possibly 
can,” he adds. “That for me is 
the most important thing, but 
I’ve also managed to make the 
movies, which are also 
incredibly important to me. 

“I love making these films and 
the chance to come and make a 
movie after Skyfall was a huge 
challenge,” Craig concludes, but 
he offers up some advice to 
whoever does get involved with 
making any future Bond films... 

“Just make them better.”

Windmill's not for turning 



LIFE in a windmill isn’t all plain 
sailing; for starters, it’s tough to 
find furniture that fits the 
curved walls. You also need to be 
fit to tackle the dozens of stairs 
to go up to bed each night - but 
the pay-off is a truly unique 
home and bigger and better 
views as you climb to the top. 

And it’s a unique opportunity 
- very few windmills that have 
been converted into homes come 
up for sale. 

And the sails won’t keep you 
awake on this one, as they were 
removed a year after the mill 
was converted to steam power in 
1886. It did its job milling grain 
until 1926, but fell into disrepair 
and ended up as a place for cattle 
to sleep in until it was converted 
into a three-bedroom family 
home in 1975. 

Current owners Nick and 
Catherine Edwards have decided 
to move on after doing a massive 
restoration job during the ten 
years they’ve lived here and the 
200-year-old, 73ft windmill in 
Pilling, Lancashire, is now for 
sale with a price tag of £495,000. 

The pair paid £310,000 for the 


mill in 2004 and fitted it with a 
traditional Lancashire boat top 
cap in 2008, restoring it as the 
tallest on the Fylde coast. A year 
later, they put a traditional 
balcony around the outside. 

Set over five floors, the 
windmill is 30ft wide at the base, 
tapering to 18ft at the top, and 
it’s deceptively spacious; a 


modern family kitchen is in 
what used to be the old drying 
kiln, while there’s a large lounge 
and TV room on the second floor. 
The master bedroom is on the 
fourth floor with access via a 
spiral staircase and the property 
also has a garage with adjoining 
workshop.

Historic property was a Poldark hit 



WHILE heartthrob Aidan 
Turner smouldered recently as 
leading man Ross Poldark, the 
BBC’s popular period drama was 
an even bigger hit in the 1970s. 

TV audiences lapped up the 
sex, scandal and lavish 
costumes, and the racy show had 
15 million viewers hooked. 

Both screen adaptations of 
Winston Graham’s novels have 
capitalised on the Cornish 
countryside and coast. And back 
in the ’70s, film crews spotted 
this Elizabethan manor house 
and used it for some of the 
backdrops. 

Three-bedroom, Grade Ii-listed 
Keigwin Place in Mousehole, 
Penzance, is on the market at 
£400,000 and would also fascinate 
history buffs. 

Dating back to the late 1500s, 
when the village was attacked by 
the Spanish in 1595, only this 
and a neighbouring property 
survived. The resident squire 


sent his family away while he 
stayed to fight the invaders - 
killing seven in front of the 
property before he was shot by a 
cannon ball. Incredibly, it’s still 
on display in the window. 

The house has its original 
stairs leading to the first floor 
hall, which incorporates a trip 
stair to catch unwary intruders, 
while the first-floor drawing 
room has a barrel vaulted ceiling 


and large open fireplace. 

Previous owners would have 
made use of steps up to the 
window in the master bedroom, 
where approaching ships could 
be sighted, while another quirky 
feature is a bakehouse oven in 
the downstairs bedroom, dating 
from 1578.

Tokyo rising as Naomi 
gets better and better 

Athlete targets English Champs joy on road to 2020

AS the curtain closes on a phe¬ 
nomenal outdoor season for 
rising Harlow athletic star Naomi 
Harryman, the multi-eventer has 
already drawn up her aims for 
next year. 

The 17-year-old Harlow Athletic 
Club member’s target is to rep¬ 
resent Great Britain at the 2020 
Olympic Games in Tokyo, but in 
2016 she aims to continue her 
incredible progress by taking gold 
in the English Pentathlon Cham¬ 
pionships. 

The highlight of 2015 was her 
gold-medal winning performance 
in the long jump at the English 
Schools National Championships 
in Gateshead in July. 

Her goal is selection for the 
Great Britain senior team when 
she’s older. 

She said: “My ambition and 
belief is that I can win and make 
the GB team as a senior athlete. 

“I have moved into the U20 age 
group so competition will be 
tough but hopefully I will become 
Essex county champion in at least 
two events - long jump and hep¬ 
tathlon. 

“I also hope to win the English 
Schools’ heptathlon and long 
jump and rank in the top three in 
the UK for at least heptathlon and 
long jump.” 

When asked how she would feel 
if selected to compete in the 
Olympics for Team GB, she said: 
“I would feel like all the hard work 
has finally paid off and I would 
very honoured to be representing 
my country.” 

Having been inspired by Lon¬ 
don 2012 Olympic champion Jes¬ 
sica Ennis-Hill, the confident 
teenager is hoping she can emu¬ 


late the Sheffield multi-eventer’s 
achievements in the future. 

“She competes in the same 
events as me and gives me targets 
to eventually beat - hopefully,” 
Naomi said. 

Certainly time is on Naomi’s 
side as multi eventers mature and 
get stronger into their late 20s - 
Ennis-Hill was actually 26 when 
she won her first ever Olympic 
gold medal. 

Already Naomi’s best long 
jump (5.92m) is not a huge amount 
shorter than her hero Ennis-Hill’s 
(6.51m). 

She trains at Mark Hall Sport- 
centre in Harlow with her Harlow 
Athletic Club coach. 


Priority 


“I keep an organised plan alloc¬ 
ating time to both school and ath¬ 
letics. At this stage getting my A- 
levels is a priority,” she said. 

Her outdoor season might have 
ended but the work does not stop 
as she is already preparing for the 
indoor season, where she expects 
to improve on her performances 
earlier this year, when she was the 
East Region long jump champi¬ 
on. 

Having conquered many of her 
rivals in the U17 age group, when 
she won silver in both the English 
Schools Championships’ long 
jump and the England Athletics 
U17 Indoor Combined Events 
Championships’ pentathlon, she 
now needs to make her mark on 
the U20 age group. 

Being a year older will help her 
as she gears up for her second 
year at the U20 age group - most of 
the girls are just two years older 
than her now! 

Naomi has received a grant 
from SportsAid to help pay for her 
training.
